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PROFILE: 

PETRONIUS  MAXIMUS,  ROMAN  EMPEROR  A.D.  455. 

Born  in  a.d.  395,  Petronius  Maximus  was  a  member  of  the  great  senatorial 
family  of  the  Anicii,  and  in  the  later  years  of  Honorius  he  became  one  of  Rome’s 
most  prominent  senators.  Under  Honorius  and  Valentinian  III  he  held  a  succession 
of  important  offices  including  the  Prefecture  of  Rome  and  the  Praetorian  Prefecture 
of  Itai3’,  both  of  which  he  held  twice.  He  also  held  two  consulships,  one  in  a.d.  433 
and  the  second  in  a.d.  443. 

In  A.D.  454  the  distinguished  senator,  already  nearly  sixty  years  of  age,  hatched 
a  plot  against  his  enemy  the  great  general  Aetius.  The  virtual  ruler  of  the  Western 
division  of  the  Empire  since  a.d.  437,  Aetius  was  attempting  to  arrange  a  marriage 
between  his  son  and  one  of  the  daughters  of  Valentinian  HI.  Maximus,  through 
the  eunuch  Heraclius,  succeeded  in  persuading  Valentinian  that  the  great  general 
was  planning  the  assassination  of  his  sovereign  and  the  elevation  of  his  own  son  to 
the  throne.  Alarmed  at  this  prospect,  the  Emperor  summoned  the  unfortunate 
Aetius  to  the  Palace  where  he  murdered  him  with  his  own  hand. 

Maximus  had  hoped  to  succeed  to  the  position  and  influence  of  Aetius,  but  the 
cunning  eunuch  Heraclius  prevented  this,  and  so  Maximus  determined  to  make 
a  bid  for  the  throne  itself.  He  enlisted  the  aid  of  two  of  Aetius’  followers  who  were 
eager  to  avenge  their  master,  and  on  March  16th,  455,  Valentinian  was  assassinated 
on  the  Campus  Martius.  Maximus  was  proclaimed  Emperor  the  following  day,  and 
in  order  to  strengthen  his  position  on  the  throne  he  forced  Valentinian  s  widow. 
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Licinia  Eudoxia,  to  marry  him.  The  new  regime  was  soon  tlireatened,  however, 
by  the  Vandal  king,  Gaiseric,  who  put  out  of  Carthage  with  a  large  fleet  and  set 
sail  for  Rome.  At  the  approach  of  the  barbarians  Maximus  was  panic-stricken  and 
decided  to  flee  from  the  doomed  city,  but  as  he  was  riding  through  the  streets  he 
was  attacked  by  the  mob  who  tore  his  body  limb  from  limb  (May  31st,  455). 

His  short  reign  of  two  and  a  half  months  had  been  disturbed  by  frequent  riots 
in  the  streets  of  Rome,  and  it  is  said  that  the  unhappy  Emperor  was  often  heard 
to  exclaim  “  Happy  thou,  O  Damocles,  whose  royal  duresse  did  not  outlast  a  single 
banquet!  ”

OUR  BRITISH  COPPER  DEPARTMENT. 

With  the  departure  of  War  Medals  to  our  other  building,  Mrs.  Bussell  will  move 
up  one  floor  to  a  larger  room  that  will  be  better  suited  for  exhibiting  our  stock  of 
British  Copper  Coins  and  Tokens,  which  is  now  in  the  process  of  being  transferred 
to  new  cabinets.  Mrs.  Bussell  has  required  an  assistant  for  some  time  past,  and  now 
that  we  have  more  space  Robert  Sharman,  who  has  recently  joined  our  staff,  will( 
assist  in  this  department.

Copper  Catalogue.  We  can  now  supply  the  new  (2nd)  edition  of  Part  I  of 
“  British  Copper  Coins  and  their  Values.”  The  first  edition  was  sold  in  half  the 
time  we  anticipated  and  this  has  given  us  the  opportunity  to  bring  out  a  new  edition 
with  values  more  in  line  with  current  prices.  The  tremendous  interest  currently 
shewn  in  modern  coinage  has  resulted  in  greatly  enhanced  prices  for  British  copper 
and  bronze  coinage,  particularly  the  scarcer  items.

THE  BRITANNIA  REVERSE.

II.  Stuart  Revival. 

After  a  long  absence  of  nearly  fifteen  hundred  years,  for  most  of  which  time 
classical  imagery  was  considered  undesirable  and  heathenish,  Britannia  again 
reappeared  on  British  coins  and  medals.  Baroque  art  which  dominated  seventeenth 
century  Europe  had  already  arrived  in  Britain  v/ith  the  very  fine  classical-style 
portrait  of  Cromwell  on  the  coinage.  Britannia  herself  is  shown  on  the  reverse  of 
the  1652  medal,  seated  with  Cromwell’s  head  in  her  lap  as  French  and  Spanish 
ambassadors  compete  for  the  honour  of  the  first  salute.  With  the  Restoration, 
however,  the  Baroque  style  seems  to  gather  new  impetus  in  England.  Under  the 
continued  domination  of  Puritan  thought  it  could  have  become  rather  like  an  exotic 
tropical  plant  trying  to  grow  under  a  cold  northern  sky.  The  England  of  the  easy- 
living  Charles  II  provided  a  more  suitable  climate  for  the  new  style  to  flourish  and 
the  Roettier  brothers,  newly  arrived  in  this  country  from  Antwerp,  were  the  ideal 
engravers  to  display  it  on  the  new  medals.  To  see  these  is  to  realise  that  the  tightly 
drawn  “  careful  ”  English  medallic  art  of  the  Tudor  and  early  Stuart  period  has 
permanently  vanished. 

Although  the  medallist’s  art  is  always  on  a  very  small  scale  there  is  little  doubt 
that  John  Roettier  (1631-1703)  made  studies  from  the  life  for  his  several  medals 
and  most  probably  for  the  copper  coinage  reverses  of  1672  as  well.  This  fact  brings 
us  directly  to  the  lady,  who  if  she  had  been  living  in  our  own  times,  would  probably 
have  been  labelled  “  Miss  Britannia  1963,”  so  constantly  did  she  pose  for  this  part. 
Frances  Teresa  Stewart  (1648-1702)  Duchess  of  Richmond  and  Lennox,  mistress 
of  Charles  II,  was  a  person  of  extraordinary  magnestism  of  whom  Hamilton  wrote: 
“  It  is  hardly  possible  for  a  woman  to  have  less  wit  and  more  beauty.”  Pepys  in 
1663  characteristically,  “  fancied  myself  sporting  with  her  with  great  pleasure,”  and 
it  is  related  that  Roettier,  presented  with  the  task  of  drawing  her  so  many  times 
from  the  life,  often  in  seductive  attitudes,  was  himself  enamoured  of  her  charms. 
Her  appearance  on  the  “  Navel  Victories  ”  medal  of  1667  and  copper  currency 
patterns  which  bore  the  legend  “  Quatuor  Maria  Vindico,”  gave  rise  to  Marvell’s: 

“  Female  Stewart  there  rules  the  four  seas.” 

It  was  a  very  premature  piece  of  jingoism  in  fact.  In  the  same  year  she  was 
honoured  on  another  famous  Britannia  piece  known  as  “  The  Golden  Medal.” 

Contemporary  comments  on  the  Britannia  medals,  such  as  we  have,  seem  to 
have  been  very  favourable  and  “  La  Belle  Stuart  ”  was  generally  thought  an  ideal 
choice  for  the  poses.  Pepys  commented: 

“  At  my  goldsmiths,  did  observe  the  Kings  new  medal,  where  in  little  there  is 

Mrs.  Stewart’s  face  as  well  done  as  ever  I  saw  anything  in  my  whole  life,  I 

think:  and  a  pretty  thing  it  is  that  he  should  choose  her  face  to  represent 

Britannia  by.” 

The  diarist  Evelyn  must  have  had  a  similar  liking  for  these  medals  and  aU  the 
works  of  “  that  excellent  graver  who  emulates  even  the  ancients  in  both  metal  and 
stone.” 

The  comparatively  large  size  of  the  medals  and  the  preference  for  natural 
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representation  on  their  reverses  as  opposed  to  the  traditional  preference  for  heraldry 
on  the  coinage  gave  Roettier  an  ideal  opportunity  to  display  the  essential  features  of 
Baroque  art  in  miniature.  Although  the  inspiration  and  the  scenes  are  steeped  in 
classicism,  even  down  to  the  poses  and  draperies  of  the  figures,  tliere  is  an  exuberance 
of  swirling  forms,  a  loose  easy-going  freedom  which  is  quite  alien  to  the  art  of 
antiquity. 

Because  a  coin  has  to  bear  infinitely  more  circulation  than  a  medal,  the  details 
of  its  design  are  generally  much  less  elaborate.  It  is  therefore  with  almost  a  sense 
of  relief  that  we  turn  from  these  grandiose  medals  to  the  simple  but  superbly 
designed  copper  coins  of  1672-9,  upon  which  Roettier’s  enthusiasm  for  the  Baroque 
could  not  be  allowed  full  reign. 

The  inspiration  for  these  reverses  almost  certainly  came  from  the  Antoninus 
Pius  Britannia  series.  We  do  not  know  if  there  was  one  in  particular  from  which 
the  new  designs  were  chosen  but  Peck  suggests  that  the  combined  crosses  of  St.  i 
Andrew  and  St.  George,  shown  on  Britannia’s  shield,  may  be  a  significant  pointer  to  ’ 
the  Antonine  Britannia  type,  where  the  shield  bears  a  radiating  pattern  of  a  similar 
design.  The  positioning  of  Britannia’s  limbs  could  have  been  suggested  by  almost 
any  of  the  Antonine  seated  Britannias.  For  her  seat  the  globe  was  chosen  instead 
of  rocks  which  provided  the  favourite  seat  of  the  Roman  version.  Rock  is  not  the 
easiest  thing  to  portray  convincingly  on  a  small  coin,  which  has  to  be  mass  produced 
by  rather  primitive  machinery  and  it  is  quite  likely  to  be  unrecognisable.  Besides 
this,  rugged  surfaces  in  art  were  not  considered  desirable  by  many  connoisseurs  of 
the  seventeenth  century.  The  globe  on  Roman  coins  did  not  represent  the  World, 
which  was  believed  to  be  flat  in  those  days,  but  was  a  sacred  symbol.  On  the  new 
coppers  however,  it  may  well  have  been  intended  to  mean  the  World  and  with 
Britannia  seated  upon  it,  a  symbol  of  British  dominion.  This  would  have  been 
a  very  extravagant  conceit  but  then,  so  was  the  “  Quatuor  Maria  Vindico  ”  title 
on  the  patterns. 

One  important  question  presents  itself.  There  had  been  no  precedent  for  such 
a  natural  and  relaxed  figure  as  Britannia  in  all  the  English  series  up  to  this  time. 
Why  was  Britannia  ever  chosen  for  the  coinage  at  all,  particularly  for  the  copper 
coinage,  when  the  whole  trend  of  English  currency  seemed  to  be  towards  uniformly 
heraldic  reverses  with  the  exception  of  very  small  coins  which  might  of  necessity 
carry  little  more  than  the  numerals  denoting  their  value?*  The  reason  is  almost 
certainly  that  the  authorities  would  spare  no  pains  to  differentiate  between  silver 
and  gold,  which  in  their  eyes  was  the  currency  proper  and  copper  which  was  token 
only  or  as  the  Commonwealth  pattern  coppers  explained  apologetically,  for  | 
“  Charitie  and  Change.”  Therefore  the  contrast  which  a  naturalistic  Britannia 
made  with  the  heraldic  patterned  reverses  on  the  silver  and  gold  was  desirable. 
Better  still  it  would  stop  anyone  silvering  the  coppers  to  pass  off  as  higher  values 
as  may  have  been  possible  if  they  had  possessed  heraldic  reverses.  Another  answer 
is  that  the  humble  position  of  the  copper  currency  together  with  the  fact  that, 
excluding  the  unsatisfactory  farthings  struck  privately  by  Harrington  and  Lennox, 
it  was  an  entirely  new  innovation  in  this  country,  led  to  a  more  lax  official  attitude 
with  regards  to  the  conservative  tradition  of  heraldry  on  English  reverse  designs 
and  a  readiness  to  permit  the  engraver  a  greater  freedom  than  hitherto. 

However  similar  in  design,  Roettier’s  Britannias  have  a  totally  different  mood  to 
that  of  their  Roman  precursors.  Indeed  his  halfpenny  Britannia  differs  considerably 
from  the  farthing  type.  Compared  with  the  former  and  indeed  with  aU  subsequent 
issues  down  to  our  own  time,  the  Britannia  of  the  1672  farthing  is  almost  frivolous. 


*  Not  the  Charles  II  small  silver  reverses  which  had  a  design  of  interlinked  Cs. 
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’^e  are  given  the  maximum  view  possible  of  her  bare  or  stockinged  right  leg  by 
its  being  extended  foward  over  the  other.  Roettier  was  obviously  striving  after 
a  seductive  effect  and  manages  to  achieve  it,  a  unique  and  unparallelled  phenomenon 
on  the  British  coinage.  The  stretched-forward  positioning  of  both  legs  seems  to  be 
entirely  without  any  classical  precedent.  This  could  support  the  argument  that 
this  figure  at  least  was  drawn  from  the  life.  She  certainly  seems  more  natural  and 
unstyhsed  than  her  successors  although  the  pose  is  not  really  a  relaxed  one.  This 
is  because  the  globe  on  which  she  is  seated  is  not  apparent  at  first  glance  and  she 
therefore  appears  awkwardly  perched  against  the  side  of  her  shield.  Her  low  neck-line 
hints  at  a  smooth  undulating  bust.  The  drapery  seems  chemise-like  and  thin  and 
is  employed  to  enhance  the  charms  of  her  figure,  not  to  conceal  them  or  add  a 
ponderous  dignity.  This  was  the  original  use  for  which  drapery  was  intended  in 
art  and  was  exploited  so  well  by  the  Greeks.  Perhaps  most  remarkable  of  all  is  the 
seemingly  careless,  rhythmic  way  in  which  Roettier  has  made  the  drapery  fall  about 
k  the  body.  On  such  a  small  scale  as  the  farthing  reverse  it  becomes  a  sort  of  brief, 
^  daring  calligraphy  of  folds  and  lines,  each  in  exactly  the  right  place.  This  is  a 
reminder  that  the  middle  and  late  seventeenth  century  was  the  golden  age  of  the 
great  cursive  handwriters  whose  flourishing  flights  of  virtuosity  became  so  popular 
throughout  Europe.  Roettier’s  facile  touch  seems  to  invoke  Herrick’s: 

“  A  sweet  disorder  of  the  dress 
Kindles  in  clothes  a  wantonness.” 
or 

^  “  How  sweetly  flows 

That  liquefaction  of  her  clothes.” 

The  drapery  of  the  Britannia  on  the  halfpenny  also  “  sweetly  flows.”  It  spills 
down  over  high  breasts  and  a  body  which  would  have  been  too  thick  for  the  Greek 
idea  of  female  beauty.  It  stems  rather  from  memories  of  Titian’s  and  Rubens’ 
pictures  of  Goddesses  and  draped  female  figures.  She  represents  the  weightier  style 
of  female  beauty  which  was  fashionable  at  the  time.  Whilst  the  figure  is  still 
attractive  it  has  a  stately  dignity  which  is  absent  from  the  farthing  type.  None  of 
our  later  Britannias  has  both  these  qualities  together  in  such  force. 

Throughout  the  short  reign  of  James  1 1  the  halfpennies  and  farthings  were 
struck  in  tin  but  Roettier  kept  the  same  reverse  designs.  Some  dies  show  variation, 
however,  and  Britannia  sometimes  looks  more  matronly.  A  slightly  smaller  head 
has  the  immediate  effect  of  making  the  body  seem  immeasurably  larger.  Although 
John  Roettier  was  incapacitated  in  1688-9  by  a  disease  of  the  hands,  and  work  on 
the  copper  coinage  was  carried  on  by  George  Bower  and  Roettier’s  two  sons,  James 
f  and  Norbert,  it  is  probable  that  John  Roettier’s  old  punches  were  still  used  for 
the  reverses.  Where  the  reverses  of  the  halfpenny  are  not  sharply  struck  up  and 
the  details  are  blurred  our  attention  is  drawn  even  more  to  the  solidity  of  Britannia’s 
form.  There  is  a  remoteness  about  her  which  suggests  a  great  mother  goddess  of 
some  primitive  race.  Perhaps  the  same  obsession  which  moved  Picasso  to  paint 
his  colossal  gravity-bound  female  figures  in  the  nineteen  twenties  took  hold  of 
Roettier  in  the  seventeenth  century;  there  is  also  a  similarity  of  purpose  in  seated 
female  themes  favoured  by  Henry  Moore,  the  same  idea  of  relaxing  a  weighty 
figure  to  evoke  a  mood  of  dignity.  Britannia  herself  is  a  perfect  unit  of  form; 
the  simplest  possible  triangular  outline  contains  a  harmony  of  intricate  folding 
drapery.  The  effect  of  lumpiness  is  avoided  by  the  spear’s  bisection  of  the  tri¬ 
angular  mass  diagonally  and  its  continuation  to  the  edge  of  the  coin,  the  right  arm 
holding  the  spray  of  leaves  which  also  departs  from  the  main  triangle  continuing 
upwards  to  the  edge  and  thirdly,  the  inscription  britan  nia  around  the  edge  of 
the  top  half  of  the  coin.  All  lift  our  eyes  away  from  the  main  shape. 
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Yet  another  point  worth  noticing  is  the  clever  way  Roettier  engraved  the  Union 
Jack  shield  which  rests  at  Britannia’s  side.  Its  ornate  perimeter  is  shaped  like  a 
large  comma.  This  shape  echoes  the  round  flan  of  the  coin  and  guides  the  eye 
around  in  a  clockwise  direction ;  this  is  continued  by  the  curve  of  the  globe  and  our 
eyes  travel  up  the  drapery  to  rest  easily  on  the  top  part  of  this  satisfying  figure. 
Without  the  shield’s  comma-shaped  border,  the  eye  would  be  brought  to  a  dead  end 
and  the  composition  would  lose  its  continuity  of  rhythm.  Baroque  artists  wanted 
nothing  awkward  or  unharmonious  in  their  work  but  always  a  straightforward  flow 
of  virtuosity. 

In  1698  the  position  of  the  lettering  Britannia  was  altered  a  little  to  allow  the 
date  to  be  included  on  the  edge  instead  of  in  the  exergue  of  the  coin.  This  in  no 
way  affected  the  quality  of  the  composition.  The  same  cannot  be  said  for  the  alter¬ 
ations  to  Roettier’s  design  in  1699.  Peck  sees  in  it  “  the  work  of  a  new  and  not 
very  experienced  hand,”  considering  it  too  poor  for  the  adept  John  Croker  (1670- 
1741)  and  he  thinks  that  Samuel  Bull  may  have  been  responsible.  He  suggests 
that  James  Roettier  may  have  taken  away  the  original  punch  when  dismissed  from 
service,  making  the  production  of  a  new  one  an  immediate  neccessity.  Here 
Britannia’s  right  hand  rests  on  her  knee,  her  left  hand  holds  the  spear  nearer  the 
top.  She  still  gives  the  impression  of  being  a  motherly  goddess  but  her  legs  have 
no  real  unity  with  her  trunk. 

Before  leaving  the  Britannia  of  the  seventeenth  century  the  very  rare  pattern 
coppers  of  1694  are  well  worth  a  mention.  On  one,  Britannia  is  sitting  on  a  chair 
instead  of  the  usual  globe.  Peck  suggests  that  the  chair  may  have  been  derived  from 
the  Macedonian  tetradrachms  which  show  Zeus  enthroned  or  perhaps  it  was  taken 
from  a  Roman  coin  which  in  its  turn  was  influenced  by  the  Macedonian  types. 
The  presence  of  a  cornucopiae  is  yet  another  indication  of  how  familiar  these 
engravers  were  with  classical  art  and  even  classical  coins  of  many  varieties.  Another 
pattern  halfpenny  sees  the  return  of  the  globe  and  a  more  slender  upright 
Britannia  still  manages  to  retain  the  monumental  dignity  of  the  heavy  Britannia 
of  the  currency. 

A  unique  curiosity  among  Britannias  is  to  be  found  on  the  undated  tin  halfpenny 
in  the  Ashmolean  Museum,  Oxford.  Here  she  is  top  heavy  with  short  legs  and  an 
awkward  shield.  The  drapery  is  muddled  and  the  face  undignified.  There  is  a 
copper  star  in  the  centre  of  the  coin  on  which  a  sun  is  shown.  According  to  Peck, 
this  could  be  the  work  of  a  mint  apprentice  trying  his  hand.

INSCRIPTIONS. 

The  inscriptions  impressed  on  the  modern  Yemen  coins  are  constant  and  to  avoid  repetition 
in  the  catalogue,  a  list,  together  with  the  translation,  is  given.  Each  name,  title  or  phrase, 
including  denomination,  is  prefixed  by  a  serial  number.  In  the  catalogue  description,  this 
serial  number  denotes  the  inscription  on  the  coin  in  the  order  of  occurrence.  Note  Arabic 
is  read  from  right  to  left.

HOLEY  DOLLARS  AND  DUMPS  OF  NEW  SOUTH  WALES. 

This  year  sees  the  150th  Anniversary  of  the  authorisation  of  these  important  numismatic 
items.  Messrs.  J.  Hunt  Deacon,  Owen  C.  Fleming  and  Ray  Jewell  of  Australia  have  been 
working  on  a  History  and  Catalogue  of  these  pieces  and  hope  that  this  will  be  published  in 
this,  the  commemorative  year.  However,  there  is  yet  information  which  so  far  has  eluded  them. 

Regarding  the  “  Dumps,”  particulars  of  any  varieties  from  those  quoted  by  Andrews,  or 
any  outstanding  peculiarities  would  be  appreciated  by  Owen  C.  Fleming,  22  Fraser  Street, 
West  Strathfield,  New  South  Wales. 

Owing  to  the  method  of  manufacture  of  the  Holey  Dollars  it  is  safe  to  say  that  no  two 
are  alike  in  all  respects.  At  present  some  145  have  been  noted,  but  there  still  remains  others 
which  so  far  have  not  been  located.  In  an  article  published  in  the  Australian  Numismatic 
Journal,  Ray  Jewell  described  two  different  obverses  and  two  different  reverses  in  the  counter¬ 
marking,  and  also  noted  some  forged  countermarking.  Illustrations  of  these  will  be  air-maLled 
to  owners  of  Holey  Dollars  which  are  not  yet  recorded,  upon  request  to  the  writers. 

In  some  cases  certain  Holey  Dollars  have  been  noted,  but  without  the  detailed  information 
sought  and  the  assistance  of  all  numismatists  is  solicited  so  that  the  work  can  be  reasonably 
complete.

THE  LHOTKA  MEMORIAL  PRIZE. 

Professor  J.  F.  Lhotka,  M.D.,  Ph.D.,  of  the  University  of  Oklahoma,  has  endowed  a  prize 
under  this  name  in  memory  of  his  father  Dr.  J.  F.  Lhotka. 

Professor  Lhotka  has  entrusted  the  administration  of  the  awards  to  the  Royal  Numismatic 
Society,  which  with  his  consent  has  made  the  following  Regulations. 

1.  Subject  to  paragraph  3  below,  the  prize  will  be  awarded  annually  in  December  to  the 
author  adjudged  to  have  pubhshed  in  the  previous  two  calendar  years  the  book  or 
article  in  English  most  helpful  to  the  elementary  student  of  numismatics. 

2.  Recommendations,  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  work  recommended,  which  will  be 
returned  if  requested,  may  be  made  by  any  person  before  30  September  in  each  year 
to  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society,  c/o  Department  of  Coins 
and  Medals,  British  Museum,  London,  W.C.l.  The  first  prize  shall  be  awarded  on 
recommendations  received  before  30  September  1963. 

3.  Works  submitted  will  be  examined  by  the  Publications  Committee  of  the  Society, 
who  will  report  to  the  Council.  The  adjudication  will  be  made  by  members  of  the 
Council  present  at  the  ordinary  December  Meeting,  or  such  other  Meeting  as  the 
Council  may  decide.  In  the  event  of  even  voting  the  Chairman  of  the  Meeting  shall 
have  an  additional  casting  vote.  No  award  shall  be  made  in  any  year  when  the  majority 
of  those  present  at  the  Council  Meeting  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  work  submitted  is 
of  adequate  quahty. 

4.  The  prize  will  be  of  the  approximate  value  of  £20,  and  will  be  accompanied  by  an 
official  certificate  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  recording  the  award. 

5.  The  above  Regulations  may  be  varied  from  time  to  time  by  the  Council,  provided 
that  no  part  of  the  capital  or  income  of  the  Trust  Fund  shall  be  expended  for  purposes 
other  than  those  of  the  advancement  of  education  in  numsimatics. 


LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Cape  of  Good  Hope  “  Cartoon  Money.”  The  following  information  additional  to 
the  article  by  Mr.  W.  Bergman  in  the  January  1963  Bulletin  under  the  heading  “  Cape  of 
Good  Hope  Cartoon-money  issues,”  may  be  of  interest  to  your  readers. 

Between  1821  and  1825  the  Cape  Government  needed  additional  funds  for  their  various 
requirements.  This  they  obtained  by  printing  more  currency  notes,  of  the  sort  Mr.  Bergman 
described  in  the  January  1963  Bulletin.  As  a  result  the  value  of  the  riksdollar  dropped  from 
4/-  to  1/6.  I  have  a  1  riksdollar  note  of  21st  March,  1821,  which  has  been  altered  to  ten 
riskdollars  each  place  where  a  “  one  ”  occurs.  This  alteration  is  dated  1823  and  has  been 
endorsed  on  the  face  of  the  note  by  a  high  ranking  government  official.  Where  the  “  one  ” 
was  printed  it  has  been  erased  and  “  tein  ”  printed  in.  The  other  alterations  have  been  made 
in  ink. — G.  H.  Immelman. 

Large  Roman  Hoard  from  Irchester.  One  of  the  biggest  hoards  of  Roman  coins 
ever  found  in  Britain,  numbering  42,000  and  weighing  nearly  two  cwt.,  has  been  uncovered 
by  a  bulldozer  during  road  widening  operations  between  Irchester  and  Higham  Ferrers, 
Northants. 

Striking  a  heavy  buried  object,  the  driver  went  to  investigate  and  found  a  massive  globular 
storage  pot,  nearly  two  feet  high  and  two  feet  across,  packed  to  the  brim  with  coins.  A  roofing 
tile  had  been  put  over  the  top  as  a  lid. 

The  coins  are  of  bronze  with  a  silver  wash  which  on  many  of  them  has  disappeared. 
A  large  proportion  are  in  such  an  excellent  state  that  it  is  thought  they  could  not  have  long 
been  minted  in  the  middle  third  century  before  they  were  buried. 

The  coins  have  been  put  on  show  temporarily  at  Northampton  Museum,  where  the  pot, 
broken  by  the  bulldozer,  is  being  re-assembled.  They  will  go  later  to  the  British  Musemn 
for  classification.  As  there  is  no  gold  or  silver  among  the  coins,  the  question  of  Treasure 
Trove  does  not  arise. — Daily  Telegraph,  5th  June,  1963. 

Piggy  Bank.  A  13th  century  silver  penny  has  been  found  in  a  bucket  of  pig-swill  at 
Priors  Farm,  Bromfield,  near  Chelmsford,  Essex. 

How  the  penny,  of  about  1280,  got  there  is  not  known,  but  it  will  now  be  displayed  at  the 
Cater  Museum,  Billericay. — New  Daily,  6th  June,  1963. 
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Record  Mint.  The  Royal  Mint  has  had  another  successful  year.  A  record  number  of 
coins — nearly  500  millions — was  struck  last  year  for  use  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  the  Mint 
also  supplied  nearly  300  million  coins  for  foreign  governments. 

The  new  coins  produced  for  the  U.K.,  worth  a  total  of  ,(;i4,347,100,  included  23,998,112 
half-crowns,  35,129,903  florins,  52,673,689  shillings,  158,355,270  sixpences,  47,241,600 
threepences,  137,640,000  pennies,  37,300,800  halfpennies,  and  4,646  Maundy  coins. 

Export  business  flourished  with  36  per  cent  of  the  Mint’s  output  going  overseas.  Coins 
for  foreign  countries  included  nearly  ten  million  silver  coins  for  Panama,  Muscat,  Nicaragua, 
Uruguay  and  Vietnam  were  among  other  foreign  customers. — Guardian,  Ur  May,  1963 
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Orders  and  Medals  Research  Soc.  Mr.  Purves 
considers  that  the  Naval  General  Service  Medal  is 
probably  the  most  interesting  campaign  medal  issued, 
and  his  talk  to  the  Society  at  their  May  meeting  went 
to  prove  this.  Not  only  is  it  unique  in  that  some  231 
clasps  were  awarded  but  it  covers  a  period  of  47  years. 
Clasps  were  given  for  single  ship  actions  in  addition  to 
those  for  such  battles  as  Trafalgar  and  the  Nile  and  many 
were  for  “  Boat  Services  ” — actions  in  which  perhaps 
only  a  few  boats  from  one  ship  participated.  This 
frequently  meant  that  only  one  or  two  men  survived  to 
claim  the  medal.  He  illustrated  his  talk  with  many 
specimens  from  his  collection.  Midshipman  A.  F. 
Parr  was  in  action  at  the  age  of  eleven  at  the  Battle  of 
the  Nile  and  also  served  off  Egypt  in  1801  and  at  Trafal¬ 
gar  and  St.  Domingo.  Other  medals  he  showed 
included  those  with  clasps  for  1st  June  1794,  Off 
Tamatave,  St.  Vincent,  23rd  June  1795  Camperdow-n, 


Copenhagen,  etc.,  all  names  glorious  in  history.  He 
warned  of  the  large  number  of  fakes — false  names  and 
substituted  bars.  For  example  only  eight  recipients 
are  listed  for  the  clasp  Arrow  3rd  Feb.  1805  and  of  these 
names  no  less  than  four  also  appear  on  the  roll  for 
Syria  (over  7,000  issued).  He  suggested  that  these 
would  require  close  scrutiny  to  ensure  that  the  rare 
clasp  had  not  been  falsely  affixed  to  the  Syria  medal. 
At  the  same  time  a  medal  should  not  be  condemned 
because  the  name  does  not  tally  exactly  with  the  roll 
as  these  are  often  inaccurately  copied.  Plis  talk  was 
most  informative  and  much  enjoyed.
